Greeks and Bulgarians 


Invited To State Claims 
‘Before Council in Paris 
Monday. 2 


INCIDENT ENTERING 
DIPLOMATIC PHASE 
Greek Advance. Halted, 
While Bulgars Evacuate 
Greek Soil—25 Bulgars 
Killed, They Claim. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

The fighting between the Greek and 
Bulgarian forces in Macedonia, ’grow- 
ing out of frontier encounters between 


the guards of the two countries sev- 


eral days ago, appears, from all ac- 

unts, to be slackening, at least tem- 
porarily, and on Monday the council 
of the League of Nations, acting on 
the appeal of Bulgaria, will. meet in 
extraordinary session in Paris to take 
up the dispute. 

Representatives of Greece and Bul- 
garia have been invited to state their 
claims before the council. 

An official communique issued at 
Athens stated that the military opera- 
tion may be considered ended, the 
Greek troops having “attained their 
objective” by advancing into Bulgaria 
as far as Petrich. 

Bulgars Also Evacuate. 

This was followed later by an. offi- 
cial announcement of evacuation of 
Greek territory by the Bulgarians, but 
it was added that the Bulgars, in or- 
der to prevent reoccupation of an 
evacuated blockhouse, still were fir- 
ing on Greek positions.. 

The view expressed in official quar- 
ters in the Greek capital is that the 
incident now is entering a purely dip- 
lomatic phase. It is pointed out, how- 
ever, that Greece will demand satis- 
faction for the alleged Bulgarian ag- 
gression in the Demirhissar region on 
Monday last. On the other hand, the 
Bulgarian authorities are insisting 
that the fault lies with the Greek 
guards. They admitted in their ap- 
peal to the league that Bulgarians shot 
‘a Greek soldier dead, but insisted that 
he had first attacked a Bulgarian sen- 
tinel on Bulgarian soil. 

Claim 25 Were Killed. 

Official quarters in Sofia, recount- 
ing the inquiries of two days of fight- 
ing, say that 25 Bulgarians have been 
lrilled, and 15,000 made homeless, and 
that 240 square miles of Bulgarian 
territory has been occupied by the 
Greeks.

Austin, Texas, October (/)— 

Barrages of political bombs were laid 
down in Austin today. 
The long-range gun from Governor 
Miriam A. Ferguson’s camp suspend- 
ed the state highway department from 
making further surfacing contracts, 
suspended payments on contracts 
made, and roared into the forces of 
Attorney General Dan Moody. 

The action of the governor is con- 
sidered significant, since it indicates 
she will herself take the lead in right- 
ing any irregularities that may exist 
with reference to highway contracts. 

Attorney General Moody was in 
Dallas when a letter was sent to 
Frank V. Lanham, chairman of the 
state highway commission from the 
governor, ordering the department to 
make every defense permissible under 
the law to protect the interest of the 
stat 

The request declared that the at- 
torney general has openly stated that 
he intends to bring suits at once to 
cancel surfacing contracts; that, the 
governor was informed the attorney 
general has entered into a _ private 
agreement with the American Road 
company, Without consulting the higo- 
way department, to withhold any in- 
junction proceedings as an_ incident 
to his suit for the cancellations of 
the contracts. 

Shortly after the Ferguson letter 
was made public, the attorney gen- 
eral was communicated with in Dal- 
las, and he authorized a statement 
denying that he had entered an agree- 
ment with the American Road com- 
pany and declared that the letter was 
a “belated attempt of James E. Fergu- 
son to save the administration from 
the condemnation that may result 
when the people of Texas know t'1e 
extent of the extravagance practiced 
in awarding contracts for surfacing 
state highways.” 

The statements brought the subtle 
war of several weeks between the gov-

SCORE OF PERSONS INJURED IN WRECK 


Demolishes Passenger Train 


El Dorado, Ark., October 23.—/) 
A switch engine, running wild in the 
Rock Island yards here today, struck 
a local passenger train in-bound from 
Ruston, La.. demolished the passen- 
ger locomotive and injured a score 
of persons, four probably seriously. 
Among them was Mrs. Mollie Pro- 
thro, af Little Rock, sister of Gov- 
ernor Terrall, and a _ special repre- 
sentative of the state welfare com- 
mission. 

Rock Island official conducting an 
investigation of the wreck, which 
caused a property loss «f more than 
$50,000, announced that the switch 
}engine had in some manner gotten 
away from its crew at the north end 
of the yards and, running in reverse 
at the rate of 50 miles an hour, struck 
the passenger local entering the yards 
from the south.

Two separate bequests were given 
to the Duke endowment, to be used 
for the benefit of Duke university, at 
Durham, N. C. One was for $10,- 
000,000 to be added to the present 
fund, and specified that $4,000,000 
shall be used for the construction of 
a medical school, a hospital and a 
nurses home. The will directs that 
this construction shall be undertaken 
as soon as possible.

This 
directs that residuary income shall 
be added to the Duke endowment, 
with the proviso that $7,000,000 be 
used for new buildings and improve- 
ments at the university. 

The two bequests add to the $46,- 
000,000 fund, which Mr. Duke creat- 
ed last December to advance the 
cause of education in the south. The 
endowment was accepted by Trinity 
college, which subsequently changed 
its name to Duke university.

Wooten Plea of Guilty Is 
Rejected and He Is For- 
mally Condemned by 
Jury Trial. 


Mack Wooten, negro, self-confessed 
murderer of Dan H. Williams, 
wealthy Atlanta lumberman, wge 
found guilty Friday afternoon in Ful- 
ton superior court and was sentenced 
to pay the death penalty by Judge 
John B. Hutcheson. The date of the 
electrocution was set for December 3 
at the state farm in Milledgeville. The 
verdict was returned after a few min- 
utes’ deliberation by the jury. 

The negro told the judge that he 
wanted to plead guilty to the charge 
of murder, but the plea was rejected 
and the court appointed Don K. John- 
Jesse Moore and G. H. Corn-

On the witness stand, Wooten ad- 
mitted killing Williams in the latter's 
back yard at 75 West Fifth street 
on the night of December 31, 1922. 
He told the jury that he came to 
Atlanta as a fugitive from an Ala- 
bama chaingang aud shot Williams 
when the latter sought to hold him 
for the police. He also stated that he 
shot J. Meager, a policeman at Talla- 
poosa, who attempted to arrest him 
in that town in the course of his 
flight from Alabama. 

Wooten several weeks ago was re- 
turned to Atlanta after being trailed 
for more than two years and has been 
confined in Fulton tower pending 
trial. 

When he escaped from the Alabama 
gang he was serving a sentence of 22 


years. He came to Atlanta and en- 
tered the servants’ quarters in the 
back yard of the Williams residetce. 
where he asked fot food, stating that 
he was an escaped convict. Williams 


was notified by a servant and went to 
the negro house and was shot as he 
entered the door.

TAX IS ASSAILED 
ALSO BY BANKERS 


Plan Approved To Have 
Tax Retained, With 
Credit Allowed for Pay- 
ments To States. 


Washington, October 23.—(/)—Re- 
tirement from the field of inheritance 
taxation by the federal government in 
favor of the states was asked today 
by the governors of six states and 
representatives of 11 other state 
executives before the house ways and 
means committee. 

The federal estate tax—which is 
one of the main fighting points in the 
proposed revision of the revenue law— 
also was assailed today by the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association and the na- 
tional committee on inheritance taxa- 
tion. 

Representative Ramseyer, repub- 
lican, Iowa, who proposed the in- 
creased rates adopted by congress last 
session, alone defended this tax as @ 
federal source of revenue in the all- 
day assault conducted against it. 

Various Plans Outlined. f 

Various schemes were outlined for 
the government’s withdrawal from 
this field of taxation. ‘The national 
committee . inheritance taxation pro- 
posed that the tax be deferred for six 
years but that the rates be modified 
at once, while the banke:s’ association 
asked immediate repeal as recommend- 
ed by Secretary Mellon. 

Under questioning by democratic 
committee members, the six governors 
gave approval to the plan of Chair- 
man Green to have the federal tax 
retained, with a eredit of 100 per cent 
allowed for payments made to states. 
They favored this in the interest of | 
forcing uniformity by states in their 
inheritance levies, and to prevent es- 
cape of the tax by persons residing in 
one of the two states nog imposing 
no such tax—Florida and Alabama,

federal estate tax, the governors em- 
phasized the contention that it is an 
invasion of state rights. Double tax- 
ation by the state and federal govern- 
ments of the estates of decedents is 
unjust, they argued, holding that the 
states need this revenue because they 
are now burdened with excessive 
property levies. None of the six gov-

Pilot Escapes Death But | 
“Mystery” Plane Is Total | 
Loss. 


Bayshore Park, Baltimore, October 
23.—(#/)—Misfortune perched on the 
tails of Great Britain's racing sea- 
planes today. 

With her ace plane, the flashing 
supermarine Napier S-4, a shattered 
and water-soaked wreck, and unable 
to put her reserve ship through the 
qualifying navigability trials, Britain 
will send only one plane into the in- 
ternational Jacques Schneider seaplane 
trophy race tomorrow. 

The third pilot to take to the bay 
for the required~ navigability tests, 
Captain Henry C. Biard, was engaged 
in a preliminary short flight when he 
was overtaken by the crowning mis- 
fortune of a train of. mishaps, which 
had pursued him and his ship from | 
Southampton. 

The glistening supermarine had bank- | 
ed through several sharp tutns well off | 
shore, when, in the midst of a@ steep 
bank, approximately 200 feet above 
the water it faltered.

MENCONVICTED 


Macon, Ga., October 23.—(/)—W. 
A. Dampier, Dublin lawyer, and G. 
©. Bidgood, judge of the city court 
of Dublin, convicted by a federal court 
jury this morning of conspiracy to 
conceal the assets of a bankrupt, will 
not be sentenced until tomorrow morn- 
rag. 


Judge W. H. Barrett announced 
late today that he would sentence 
Dampier and Bidgood Saturday morn- 
ing at the same time he would sen- 
tence Pete Thomas, the bankrupt, who 
pleaded guilty the first of the week 
to the same charge. 

Thomas went into bankruptey in 
early summer of this year. He was 
represented by Dampier, prominent 
attorney of Dublin, and Bidgood, who 
is judge of Dublin city court. Fed- 
eral investigators found concealed 
$4,000 cash and $6,000 stock that 
should have been listed on Thomas’ 
schedule of assets. 

Thomas in pleading guilty to both 
charges became the government's prin- 


cipal witness, and it was largely on 
his testimony that the jury acted. 
although a series of “hypothetical 
questions” propounded to the defense’s 
own character witnesses by govern- 
ment counsel created considerable ex- 
citement. 

Thomas W. Felder, chief counsel 
for the defense, was undetermined to- 
day whether an appeal or writ of er- 
ror would be filed. Under the ver- 
dict any sentence would mean dis- 
barment of the two lawyers, it is be- 
lieved, and for this reason if no other 
it is considered probable that hearing 
in a higher court will be sought by 
the Dublin men. 

When the jury’s verdict was read 
Judge Barrett took occasion to thank 
them for their service, and indicated 
that he considered their decision to 
conform with the testimony in the 
case.

THE INHERITANCE TAX. | 


State Tax Commissioner. James 

Dozier points out very clearly 
wherein the new inheritance tax 
law in Georgia is more advantageous 
to the property holder than that of 
other states—‘‘more so a great deal 
than the non-inheritance tax law of 
Florida.”’ 
' The reason is simple. The fed- 
eral inhéritance tax law provides 
that an estate subject to an estate 
tax-is entitled to an exemption of 
25 per cent of the ‘levy, provided 
that amount has been or is to be 
paid the state in which the estate is 
located as an inheritance tax. 

The new Georgia law collects that 
25 per cent of the gross federal 
tax, thereby imposing no heavier 
burden upon the estate that is taxed 


than imposed by the government, | 


but permitting the state to pass into 


its treasury one-fourth interest in | 


the amount levied by the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Dozier makes comparison 
with the non-inheritance tax law of 
Florida as follows: 


“Take an estate in Florida worth 
enough to have levied against it by 
the federal government as an estate 
tax say $75,000. Florida has no in- 
heritaace tax law of any kind, but 
the federal government levies a $75,- 
OOO estate tax, collects it and the 
whole amount goes into the federal 
treasury, with not one penny of ben- 
efit, so far as that 875,000 goes, to 
either the estate or to the state of 
Florida. 

“Make the same calculation ’§ in 
Georgia. The same kind of estate, 
of the same value, finds a federal es- 
tate tax levied against it of $75,000. 

Ia Georgia the federal government 
assesses $75,000 against the state, 
credits that estate with an exemption 
of one-fourth of the amount levied and 
take three-fourths into the federal 
treasury, the one-fourth which is cred- 


ited as an exemption going into the 


state treasury. In both cases the es- 
tate pays only the $75,000 and, in 
our case..we get our share for apply- 
ing to the expense of operating our 
government. The non-inheritance tax 
states are, of necessity, compelled to 
supply that deficiency in their source 
of revenue by taxing some other pos- 
session on which there is no federal 
exemption.” 

' There is an effort being made to 


have the federal inheritance tax law 
either repealed or the rate of levy 
reduced. In event of repeal, under 


the Georgia law there would be im- 


posed no state tax, and in the event 
of a reduction in the rate 
amount accruing to Georgia would 
be one-fourth of the amount assess- 
ed by the government. 

The point is, while Florida has 
no inheritance tax law, an estate in 
that state subject to federal taxation 
will pay as much as the same estate 
in Georgia. Florida has waived her 
credit and Georgia collects it. From 
the estate’s standpoint there is no 
difference—but from the Georgia 


fit which Florida does not. 

A great deal of investment wealth 
has been attracted to Florida be- 
cauSe it repealed its inheritance tax. 
Georgia now offers ameven greater 
advantage.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


COUNT UP YOUR IDIOSYN- 
CRASIES. 

The guinea pig. in a quiet, unas- 
suming way, contributes quite as 
much toward the well being of man 
as does the lamb in chop or stew, 
though butchers’ wives, farmers’ 
wives and _ restaurant proprietors’ 
Wives seem to be the life and the 
lungs of the various antisocieties or- 
ganized to prevent scientists from be- 
ing cruel to guinea pigs. 

The guinea pig is the most suscep- 
tible of all animals to sensitization 
by foreign proteins. The dog and 
cat come somewhat lower in the 
scale. The horse still lower. A man 
is the least susceptible of all. If 


there is an evolutionary significance 
in this we'll talk about it some other 
time. 

People long ago recognized a_pe- 
culiar idiosynecrasy or susceptibility 
of certain persons to certain fcods. 
notably shell fish, strawberries and 
cheese, the least indulgence in any 
of these giving rise to unpleasant 
reactions in those hypersensitive per- 
sons, either severe nausea or vomit- 
ing or cramps and diarrhea, or an 
attack of hives or erythema (redness 
and itching) or other skin irritation, 
or difficulty of breathing with suffo- 
cation or asthma. 

A French physiologist, 
Richet, first observed, about 25 years 
ago, that dogs could be made sus- 
ceptible or sensitized as we now say, 
to the protein material of sea anem- 
one by injecting a glycerine extract 
of sea anemone into the body of the 
dog. He found that a second dose of 
the sea anemone extract given at any 
time within a week had no particular 
effect, but if the second dose was 
given after an interval of 9 to 14 
days the dog suffered a peculiar re- 
action, to which Richet gave the name 
of anaphylaxis. The reaction is prac- 
tically the same as that above men- 
tioned in persons susceptible to shell 
fish, strawberries or cheese, though 
in the animal it is very dangerous to 
life, while in man it is seldom more 
than a temporary upset. 

Such anaphylaxis must be guarded 
against when various antitoxins or 
serums are administered for the pre- 
vention or cure of disease. If a per- 
son has already had any horse serum 
injected. the physicians nowadays 
takes the precaution of making a 
careful test for sensitization before 
he administers a serum or antitoxin 
made from sheep or ox serum. 

Innumerable examples of this kind 
of idiosynerasy or sensitization occur 
the practice of every physician, 
most cases of asthma. hay fever and 
many 
‘cases of dermattis, erythema, eczema 
‘and perhaps other skin maladies are 
due to such idiosyncrasies; erythro- 
melalgia, angioneurotic edema, and 
some instances of fleeting joint pains, 
short sharp fever. or severe yvomit- 
ing are now attributed to such ana- 
phylaxis caused by some foreign pro- 
tein. 

Another name for this anaphvlactic 
reaction in persons with an idiosyn- 
ecrasy to foreign proteins is allergy, 
‘and the substance which excites 
‘trouble is ealled an allergin. “There 
lare now available for physicians’ use 
in long list of all allergins for testing 
patients for such sensitization, in- 
cluding groups from vegetables, nuts, 
fruits, flowers, cereals, meats, fish, 
fowl, birds, shell fish, 
egg, milk, plant polens, cat hair or 
dander, dog, horse, even imtestinal 
parasites, 

These purified test proteins or ex- 
‘tracts include some hundreds of dif- 
ferent substances to which individuals 
may be found sensitized. We have 
idiosynerasies concealed about our 
persons, most of us, of which we 
are unaware until, somehow, the fate- 
ful encounter happens and we react 
with a sudden anaphylaxis.

idiosynerasies. There are numerous 
nonprotein drugs and chemicals which 
are noted for raising cain ith cer-

Disease Prevention 
Big Hospital Work 
Of Future, Is Claim 


Louisville, Ky., October 23.—(4)— 
Dr. Howard Childs Carpenter, of the 
children’s hospital of Philadelphia, to- 
day looked into the future and saw 
hospitals preventing instead of just 
curing disease. In an address prepar- 
ed for delivery before the American 
llospital association in national meet- 
ing here, he said he was looking for- 
ward in the near future to the time 
whea some progressive board of man- 
agers, With a wide-awake medical staff 
would decide to turn over a_ well- 
equipped hospital to the prevention 
of disease, using its entire resources 
to this end. 

Patients would not be admitted for 
curative purposes. The staff would 
devote its whole time and energy to 


_the prevention of disease. 


Such a hospital he saw would do 
more than any one other thing to stir 
up the country to the fact that disease 
can be prevented and that “with our 
present knowledge, practically all the 
diseases of childhood can _ be elim- 
inated.” 

Dr. Carpenter described the public 
nurse as the greatest instrument in 
preventive medicine. 

His immediate suggestion was that 
hospitals should conduct health ex- 


school children every six months; for 


pre-school children every three months 
and for infants once a month.

Labor Denounces Plan. 


The American Federation of Labor, 
through William Green, its president, 
has issued a statement denouncing the 
whole affair, and has warned. trades 
unions organizations to refrain from 
having anything to do with it. 

An ambitious communistie program 
is outlined for the negro in the de- 
scription noted here. This consists of 
a manifesto under the signature of 
Lovett Ford-Whitman, who is identi- 
fied as a negro delegate to the third 
internationale, which has centered in 
Itussia -under auspices of the soviet 
government.

In many of those prov- 
inces the negroes are in a majority 
over the whites, and it is in the south 
that the negro is most oppressed. 
Thus, it will mean in this part of 
America that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the communist party will 
be members of the black race . . : 

“The social demands uppermost in 
the minds of the negro masses of 
America are that of the abolition of 
‘Jim Crowism,’ that is, racial separa- 
tion; political enfranchisement; equal 
opportunities of employment for white 
and black; measures on the part of 
the federal government against the 
practice of lynching; larger appropria- 
tions for educational facilities for 
negro children in the southland: the 
abolition of the lines of residential 
segregation, etc. The congress will 
take up these social problems for 
deliberation and action.” 


Green Condemns Reds. 


President Green said his attention 
had first been called to the congress 
by letters and telegrams from union 
members solicited to participate, and 
he responded with a declaration that 
communism in America was com- 
parable to the boll weevil in the cot- 
ton fields.” 

“The American Federation of Ta- 
bor has not and will not approve of 
such a congress,” he said. “It will 
not be held to benefit the negro but 
to instill into the lives of that race 
the most pernicious doctrine—race 
hatred.

At about the same time, with 
the cooperation of our electric customers, 
the wholesale hydro-electric power custom- 
ers transferred their operations to the night 
time and discontinued operation in the day 
time. Similarly, all the retail power cus- 
tomers transferred their operations to the 
night time, their conditions permitting, and 
others reduced the use of electric power in 
the day time. Al) ornamental lighting was 
discontinued, elevator service in the office 
buildings was cut in half, and the use of 
lights reduced as far as practicable. 

This conserving of power was necessitated 
by the long-continued drought experienced 
in this section this year. The drought has 
been of longer duration and more severe 
than any of whieh there is any record. It 
has been almost a catastrophe, such as a 
conflagration or an earthquake would have 
been.

an endeavor to meet this situation 
we began last May to operate our steam 
stations to their full capacity 24 hours a 
day. and we are doing this now and have 
been doing it* continuously. We also began 
the spring purchasing power, re- 
gardless of price, from any source from 
which it could be obtained.

This wound result in 
complete cessation of street railway service 
and in practically complete cessation of 
operation of the industries in the terri- 
tory.

In the interests of the territory and the 
people in it, it was and is essential to 
conserve the use of electric power so as 
to prevent a complete breakdown and make 
the power resources last until the drought 
is over.

Cross- 

ing the line of scrimmage the back suddenly turns to the left, 

shooting through any opening he may find available on the 

left side of the line, and thus eluding the vortex of would-be 

tacklers who have hurled themselves forward to bring down 

the ball carrier. 


T IS a splendid play, well adapted to the style of team brought to 
Atlanta by Coach Wade. To accomplish results with such an attack 
the backfield must be very fast—able to get behind the interference 
quickly and fleet enough to send the ball carrier to the left at high speed, 


while allowing the other backs to také out the interfering end and the! 


secondary. 

The Alabama backfield, of course, is very fast, and able to 
complete such a play if the forwards are good enough to open 
the hole. Whether the Crimson line will be able to accom- 
plish such a thing against the Tech human wall is a matter that 
will be decided this afternoon.

Quack Remedies 


At St. Louis Meet 


_ 


St. Louis, October 23.—()—Quack 
cure-alls were denounced at the final 
sessions of the American public health 
association here last night. 

Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, of the bureau 
of chemistry at Washington, said com- 
mercial quacks were taking millions 
of dollars from the American public 
yearly and menacing public health. 

He declared efforts of the govern- 
-ment to combat this by punishing pro- 
-moters of medicinal schemes for vio- 
lating the federal mail laws. 

Mentioning concurrently advertised 
cures for cancer and pyorrhea as par- 
ticularly prevalent, Dr. Kebler added 
“it is estimated by the postal author- 
ities that at least one billion dollars is 
taken from the public by fraudulent 
mail-order schemes.” 

Turning to scientifie methods of con- 
trolling and preventing communicable 
diseases the assembly of physicians 
heard Dr. Abraham Zingher, of the 
New York health department. 

Dr. Zingher urged use of the prac- 
tice of taking blood from parents im- 
mune to measles and injecting it into 
their offspring. This, he said, will 
abate the effect of the disease in child- 
hood. Discussing pneumonia, he Said 
colds were the primary diseases and 
“the average person in the United 
States has three common colds a 
year.” 

Isolation was regardéd by other 
speakers as a prevention of colds. The 
deleterious effect of polluted air, 
smoke and chemicals in the atmos- 
phere, in causing respiratory diseases 
was also pointed out. | 

Dr. Carey J. Vaux, of the Pitts- 
burgh department of health, said the 
handclasp was one of the chief means 
--of spreading disease. ‘‘Today,” he re- 

marked, “a friendly handclasp often 
means death.”

Washington, October 23.—()—The 
supreme council of Scottish Rite Ma- 
sons, southern — jurisdiction, whant- 
mously went on record today in sup- 
port of the bill to create a federal 
department of education, which will 
be introduced in the next congress. .

government.” The bill has been’ pre- 
pared under the direction of the Na- 
tional Education association and as-

“We cannot at this time but in- 
sist,” said the committee's report, 
“npon the existence of the principle 
that the right of the child to avail
